IN ADDITION, GENERAL MOTORS agreed to remove “inequities” | 


In wage rates as sought by the United Auto Workers, CIO. 

The union, in its announcement of the settlement, said this com 
pany promise “meets the 19% cent increase recommended by President 
Truman.” 

“IN ADDITION,” THE UNION SAID, “there are other economic 
clauses—improved vacation pay, which alone amounts to approximately 
$5,000,000 a year; improved overtime rates for seven-day continuous op- 
erations and equal pay for women—which brings the total average hour- 
ly increase to well above 191% cents. 

THE ANNOUNCEMENT OF THE strike’s settlement, made jointly 
by General Motors, Special Mediator James F, Dewey, and the union, 
came on the 113th day of the walkout of GM’s 175,000 workers, longest 
and costliest strike in the automobile industry’s history.

Improper Care 


A former Edmonton surgeon, Dr. 
J. C, Andreas, is alleged to have 
ltaken improper care of a patient 
| following an operation, in a verdict 
| returned Monday by a six-man cor- 
oner’s jury at an inquest held in 
| Wetaskiwin into the recent death 
of William Charles Dearing, 56- 
year-old Wetaskiwin district 
farmer. 

MORE THAN AN HOUR of 
deliberation was required before 
the jury returned the verdict that 
| Mr, Dearing “died at the Commun- 
\ity hospital in Wetaskiwin, Alberta, 
on the 26th day of January, 1946, 
at 12:05 a.m. from shock while un- 
dergoing an emergency operation 
which was being performed as a 
result of improper care, following 
}a previous operation by Dr. J. C. 
Andreas.” 

Dr. Andreas testified that he 
operated on Mr. Dearing early in 
January, and that the patient was 
recovering until stitches used to 
close the abdominal wound came 
out several days later. He had 
| visited the patient regularly and 
found his condition good, he stated. 
The wound was not re-stitched but 
left open, well taped, with a binder 
around the abdomen, the doctor 
said. 

ACCORDING TO testimony the 
doctor left Wetaskiwin about this 
time for several days, and during 
his absence relatives of the patient 
|became worried. A former asso- 
ciate of Dr. Andreas, Dr. Walter 
| Anderson of Edmonton, was called,

The session of Parliament which opens 
on Thursday will afford the occasion, it is 
said, for a vigorous and searching debate on 
Canada’s housing situation, It is to be hoped 
that this projected discussion will be vital 
enough and frank enough to precipitate 
some really useful legislative action.

Because modern low-rental homes have 
not been provided by government and can- 
not be provided by private interests, tens of 
thousands of Canadians have been forced 
into one of two inevitable procedures ; they 
are either living with their families in 
crowded hovels or are paying rentals or pur- 
chase instalments which are far above the 
economic capacity of their incomes. 

There is no need to dilate on the evils of 
crowded, cheerless and unsanitary shelter. 
Delinquency, disease and family disruptions 
are bound to attend such deplorable condi- 
tions. Everyone is aware of this side of the 
tragedy of insufficient and uneconomic 
housing. It imposes a terrific handicap on 
children. 

But there is another side to it which is 
not so well known. For the cases of those 
who are paying rents and purchase instal- 
ments above their means are quite as deplor- 
able and tragic as the cases of those who are 
living in disreputable tenements. 

In this country it is calculated that no 
family can expend more than one-fifth of 
its income on shelter without upsetting its 
household economy completely. That is to 
say, the minute a family pays out more than 
20 per cent on shelter, it commences to rob 
its children of proper food, medical atten- 
tion and clothing. Somebody has to do with- 
out some essential if rent overshoots this 
maximum mark, 

But it is not only the household economy 
that is upset when this happens. It is re- 
flected in the entire national economy. When 
too much of the family’s income goes to rent 
or purchase instalments, the purchase of 
consumer goods is decreased, Production is 
cut down. And since production is the only 
source of national wealth, the whole nation 
is poorer by this unnatural diversion of 
the family's expenditure into inequitable 
channels, 

That is why housing, not only on the 
basis of humanity and decency and social 


conditions, is Canada’s number one economic | 


problem, 
It is difficult to understand why the gov- 
ernment should hesitate to provide national 


money for the subsidization of modern low- | 


rental homes when failure to make this sub- 
sidy is not only lowering the standard of 


living and imposing impossible social condi- | 


tions, but is also rapidly decreasing the 
national wealth. 


A Share-Up Program

more bread than usual is made from a given 
amount of wheat. What is called for is a 40 
per cent over-all cut in the amount of wheat 
eaten in every form, the consumer to ration 
himself if he wants to keep some person 
overseas from starving to death, 

Brought down into detail at the dining 
room table this involves eating three slices 
of bread instead of five, filling up more with 
potatoes and other vegetables, cutting out 
pastry and eating fruit or what-have-you 
for dessert; and using only four-fifths the 
usual amount of butter, fats and oils, in 
cookery and at meals. 

Canadians may as well take a good look 
at the menu as revised along these lines, for 
more than likely we will have to do some 
doing-without also and on a somewhat simi- 
lar pattern. Our neighbors are leading off 
because they have been falling behind in 
their shipments to U.N.R.R.A. while Canada 
has done better. A further reason may be 
that garden crops come into use in the 
United States earlier than in the Dominion, 
and will provide some substitute foods 
sooner, 

This continent is the one large area in 
the world where food is exportable in any 
quantity large enough to be felt in the fam- 
ine zones, And both Canada and the United 
States are already committed to far heavier 
exports than would ordinarily be made. If 
either country is to ship much more than 
already promised, the extra cargoes will 
have to come out of what would normally 
be counted home supplies, whether the shar- 
ing-up is done by voluntary self-denial or 
under government orders,

Set Up Branch 
In Calgary City 


Arguments in favor of establish- 
Ment of a branch of the university 
at Calgary featured the budget de 


bate speech made by A. J. R. Liese-| 


mer (CCF-Calgary) on Tuesday 
afternoon when he marshalled an 
impressive array of statistics be- 
fore members of the Legislature in 
support of Calgary's claims. 
OVERCROWDING of facilities 
at the university in Edmonton were 
stressed by Mr. Liesemer as an in- 
dication that with the increased en- 
rollment predicted next fall, the 
university here would be forced to 
turn pupils away. He expressed the) 
fear that many to be turned away) 


would be veterans. There is not 
only overcrowding in the class 
rooms themselves, he said, but 


there is a great shortage of homes 
for the students, many of whom) 
now have homes in Calgary. 

“If the veterans cannot get in 
now”, he warned, “they will look) 
for a job and just never go to uni- 
versity”. These men are already 
well above the usual age for ad- 


* mission to universities and as each 


year goes by they will feel less and 
less like mingling with younger 
people in the class room. 

“The people of Calgary are not 
asking anything unreasonable”, he 
pleaded. “They are asking for a 
fult faculty of education to be in- 
troduced from year to year through 
the next three years and for the, 
first year of other faculties”. | 

BEFORE TURNING his atten-; 
tion to the specific requests from 
his home city for the extension of 
university facilities to it, Mr. Liese- 
mer discussed primary and second- 
ary education in the province, 

He condemned education oppor-} 
tunities in Alberta under the head-; 
ings of inadequate equipment, in- 
adequate schools, poorly equipped 
and constructed teacherages, a) 
falling quality in teacher ability 
and a gradually lessening number 
of teachers. Asa result of these 
many children in the province are 
being deprived of schooling. 

Forty-four percent of Alberta's 
teachers must work with the equip-} 
ment of a one-roomed school, he) 
said, as he pointed out that only 
city schools had proper and ade-} 
quate supplies for their purpose. 

Education requirements of teach- 
er recruits have been dropping 
steadily for the past few years, Mr. 
Liesemer said, and as a result 
standards in the schools also were 
dropping. 

THE AVERAGE PROFES- 
SIONAL life of a teacher is three 
years, he said, which indicates a 
serious loss in teacher  training.! 
Girls leave the profession to be 
married, but 50% of the men also 
drift out in from one to six years.) 
Poor teachers salaries and inade-| 
quate teacherages are part of the’ 
reason for this movement away! 
from the profession. | 

“The government of Alberta has! 
used great ingenuity in trying to 
ameliorate conditions and for that 
it deserves credit, But the point is,| 
it has not been successful,” he 
charged, “for it has done every- 
thing but the necessary thing and 
that is to make available worth- 
while financial support.” 

He called upon the government) 
to give serious attention to submis-| 
sions by the United Farmers of Al- 
berta and the Alberta Farmers’ 
Union, which were endorsed by the 
Alberta Association of Municipal, 
Districts and the Alberta Federa- 
tion of Agriculture, for a publicly 
owned system of rural electrifica- 
tion, 

He outlined the means whereby, 
the government could pay for 
presently owned power facilities 
and distribution lines in the prov- 
ince and could finance rural exten- 
sions without an increase in rates 
to any area in the province. 


ARGUMENTS USING Ontario) 
as an example of publicly owned 
hydro were generally met with the, 
remarks that conditions in Ontario 
differed from those in Alberta, But 
the province of Saskatchewan, 
where very similar conditions exist, 
had taken over its power plants 
and in one year the results have 
been “astounding”. In a province 
where power is produced by the 
burning of coal it has been possible 
to give better wage and hour con- 
tracts to workers and at the same 
time reduce the cost of power to} 
consumers. } 

Questions by his colleague, Elmer, 
E. Roper, (CCF—Edmonton), in 
connection with the government 
plans for rural electrification had 
been met by the premier with the 
answer that when the government 
was ready it would give an answer 
to the query, Mr. Liesemer recalled, 

“I don't like this system of goy- 
ernment ‘in camera’,” he said, “this 
kind of black-out lawmaking, The 
people of Alberta should be given 
ample foreknowledge of govern- 
ment plans so if they are not suit- 
able they can protest while the 
Legislature is in session.” 

HE BLASTED the government 
for its indifference to the needs of 
old age pensioners and those in 
receipt of mother's allowances 

“I don't suppose.” he said, “that 
@ny government in Canada can sob 
so loudly as the Alberta govern-
